NOVEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.38  JAN  1 i 1963 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  November  1962,  will  receive  a minimum^'i!lfti‘f 6'rm  price  of  $4.38  hundredweight 
for  milk  testing  3.5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7.1  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of 
one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used. 

This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction 
and  wuthorized  hauling  charges . The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown 
on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4.38  price  for  November  1962,  is  the  same  as  the  October  1962  price,  but 
7 cents  below  the  November  1961  price.  This  $4.38  blend  price  includes  about  35  cents 
per  cwt . from  funds  paid  into  the  pool  by  handlers  under  the  "Louisville  Plant"  in 
April,  May  and  June. 

PRODUCTIONS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  16,942,859  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  November  1962,  of  which  13,690,606  pounds  or  817o  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  down  a fraction  from  October  1962.  Class  I utilization 
of  producer  milk  was  down  1.3%  from  October  1962. 

DECEMBER  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.30 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  November  basic  formula  price  of  $3.10  (Wiscons in-Minnesota 
Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  December.  This  price  of  $4.30 
is  3 cents  over  the  November  Class  I price. 

USDA  RECOMMENDS  EXPANSION  OF  THE  INDIANAPOLIS  MARKETING  AREA 


The  USDA  on  November  17  recommended  that  the  Indianapolis  Marketing  Area  be 
expanded  to  include  13  central  and  southern  Indiana  counties  in  addition  to  the  26 
counties  in  the  order's  present  marketing  area. 

PROPOSALS  FOR  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  FORT  WAYNE  MARKETING  ORDER 


Letters  were  mailed  to  interested  parties  on  November  26,  affording  an  opportunity 
for  them  to  submit  proposals  to  be  considered  for  inclusion  in  a hearing  notice  for 
amendment  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Order.  Such  proposals  should  be  concerned  with  application 
of  the  order's  provisions  with  respect  to  receipts  of  unpriced  bulk  milk,  unpriced 
bottled  milk  distributed  in  the  marketing  area  and  receipts  of  bulk  milk  and  bottled 
milk  from  plants  regulated  by  other  Federal  Orders.  Proposals  to  revise  the  order's 
pool  plant  qualifications  are  not  to  be  made  at  this  time.  It  is  contemplated  that 
regional  hearings  will  be  scheduled  for  the  various  orders  in  specified  geographical 
areas .
